I 
was 
away briefly over the weekend; 
then had to pinch-hit at a Legion 
breakfast m eeting on Armistice 
Day, and left im m ediately for 
San Francisco. It was an enjoy­ 
able trip. I attended a dinner 
given by the dairy industry in 
honor of Congressman Clarence 
Lea the dean of the delegation, 
who is com pleting thirty years of 
Congressional service 
for Cali­ 
fornia: then I had luncheon with 
the agricultural comm ittee of the 
San Francisco cham ber, and had 
a chance to talk to other Con­ 
gressmen. 
There is an obvious feeling ol 
quiet encouragem ent on the part 
of both Republicans and Demo­ 
crats. I do not know how the 
ardent New D ealers feel about it. 
The New Deal system is a little 
like the Russian system. You put 
down w hat you hope to do, then 
you take credit for having done 
it. W hen I was in Moscow in 
1935, I read in the guide book a 
detailed description of the mod­ 
ern zoo, supposed to be there. 
The only trouble was that it was 
not yet built, and hasn't been 
buile to this day. The same was 
true of most statistics. The USSR 
put down w hat it hoped to pro­ 
duce, in agriculture or industry, 
as if it were the V lu al produc­ 
tion. The New Dealers, for years, 
have not only been putting dowm 
their hopes as if they w ere ac­ 
complishments, 
but 
they 
have 
been 
taking 
credit 
for 
every 
progressive 
and 
hum anitarian 
thought and idea. 
The people w ere quite obviously 
tired of that program. We return 
to a Congress of Republicans and 
Democrats. We also return to the 
making of laws by men who be­ 
lieve in results, in industry, in 
agriculture, and in legislatures. 
I do not think the new Con­ 
gress 
w ill 
view 
w ith favor a 
policy which sent $315 millions 
of American goods to Yugoslavia, 
which reciprocated by shooting 
A m erican boys. In norm al times 
that country would buy from us 
about $2 millions. I would like 
to know a little more about the 
shipm ents to Russia, $290 millions 
of A m erican goods, since V-J 
day. 
Since the end of the war, we 
have promised to pay out about 
$20 billions to help foreign coun­ 
tries. T hat is roughly $500 per 
Am erican family. OK, if we know 
w'hat w e are getting for it. We 
sent Russia 7VÍ per cent of all 
the tractors m ade in this coun­ 
try this calendar year. UNRRA 
gave the USSR a wallboard plant, 
value $1,042,000; a gypsum board 
plant, value $203,000; a concrete

block plant, value $212,000, and 
we gave M hite Russia a w all­ 
board plant and more than three 
dozen electric generator plants. 
A ltogether w e’d given that fa­ 
vored ally more than $10 billions 
including' necessary w ar m aterial, 
and w hat did we get in return? 
Lend-lease, you know! We got 
$2 m illions credited to that ac­ 
count. 
I think there may be some con­ 
nection betw een the above and 
the following statem ent by C on­ 
gressm an M undt of South D a­ 
kota, a m em ber of the com m it­ 
tee investigating this subject: 
"There are new’ 2,000 com m un­ 
ists, of one degree or another, 
w ho have worm ed th eir way onto 
our Federal payroll.” 
I rise to rem ark th at I do not 
believe the people generally will 
agree w ith Paul H. Appleby, in 
a letter w ritten to a congress­ 
m an, in w hich he said: 
"A m an in the em ploy of the 
governm ent has just 
as 
much 
right to be a m em ber of the 
Com m unist party as he has to be 
a m em ber of the Democratic or 
R epublican party.” 
Mr. A ppleby is assistant direc­ 
tor of the budget. This bureau is 
directly responsible to the Presi­ 
dent of the U nited States and 
sets the adm inistrative policies 
on m oney m a t t e r s .
